On one 
or two occasions, half a dozen re­ 
presentatives of the most famous 
of the Hungarian tribes have paid a 
visit to America, but this was done 
more for mercenary 
reasons than 
for anything else. 
The half hundred gypsies now en­ 
route for this country are to come 
here merely because it is a place 
which happens to be in the path of 
their wanderings. They do not anti­ 
cipate going on the stage, or sign­ 
ing any contracts, regardless of in­ 
ducements, with any moving picture 
companies.
